SALVATION ARMY DRIVE FOR 
FUNDS. 



United States Senator Watson will 
address a meeting in Philadelphia on 
Sunday night next at the opening of 
the Salvation Army drive for funds to 
conduct its home service. Former 
Lieutenant-Governor Frank B. McClain 
will preside and George Wharton Pep- 
per will be the other speaker. 

The Senator from Indiana is one of 
the Salvation Army's most enthusiastic 
supporters and is confident that the ap- 
peal for $13,000,000 in the United States 
will be answered with an oversubscrip- 
tion. 

Mr. McClain, who heads the Pennsyl- 
vania Committee in charge of the drive, 
believes that the public, influenced by 
the favorable comments of returning 
soldiers, will give generously to the 
solicitors. 

"Other than the tremendous appeal 
attached to anything connected with 
the Salvation Army, the outstanding 
feature of this drive is the modest 
frankness of the Salvation Army of- 
ficers," said Mr. McClain. 

"Three months ago they made up a 
list of their expenses for 15110-20, allow- 
ing for the necessary new buildings 
they need to carry on their relief work 
among the poor and distressed. The 
total for the country was $13,000,000, 
and that was the sum they set as their 
goal. 

"Pennsylvania will contribute well 
over its quota of $2,000,000, and all of 
it will be expended on Salvation Army 
service in this State." 

In honor of the Salvation Army, the 
American Internationa] Shipbuilding 
Company will launch an S, 500-ton 
freighter early next week. She will be 
christened "Salvation Lass."

CONSTITUTION OF THE NARBERTH 
CIVIC ASSOCIATION. 



I. Name. The name of this organ- 
ization shall be the "NARBERTH CIVIC 
ASSOCIATION. 

II. Object. The object of the Asso- 
ciation shall be to improve and beautify 
the Borough and vicinity, and assist 
and co-operato with the authorities in 
enforcing laws and ordinances relating 
thereto; to promote any project having 
for its purpose the betterment of the 
community as a whole; to provide a 
moans of acquiring and disseminating 
information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

HI. Membership. All persons resid- 
ing in this community are members and 
are entitled to attend meetings of the 
Association and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

IV. Dues. The annual dues of vot- 
ing members shall bo ONE DOLLAR, 
payable at the time the application is 
received and annually thereafter at the 
time of the annual meeting. 

V. Officers. The officers of the Asso- 
ciation shall be composed of voting 
members, and shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-President, a Secretary 
and Treasurer, and a Board of Directors 
consisting of fifteen members. Each of 
the foregoing officers shall hold office 
for the term of one year. The Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, be mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

The Board of Directors shall choose 
from their number four persons who, 
with the President of the Association, 
shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee, of which the President shall be 
Chairman, which Committee shall have 
power to transact any business of the 
Board; provided, that any act done by 
them shall be subject to the approval of 
the Board of Directors. 

Thero shall be no regular meetings of 
tho Board of Directors, but meetings 
shall be held from time to time as tho 
business and interests of tho Association 
may require. A majority of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

VT. Meetings. An annual meeting of 
the Association for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for transacting such 
other business as may come before tho 



meeting, shall be hold during the month 
of March of each year on such date as 
may bo fixed by tho Board of Directors 
or by the Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet- 
ings of tho Association, but meetings 
shall be called by the President at any 
time upon the request of tho Board of 
Directors, or of the Executive Commit- 
tee, or upon tho written request of any 
ten voting members who shall state in 
writing the purpose for which they de- 
sire such meeting to be called. 

Whenever a meeting is to bo called, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
post on the bulletin board a notice of 
the time, place and object of such meet- 
ing. Such notice shall bo posted as long 
before the date of meeting as circum- 
stances permit, in order that all mem- 
bers shall have reasonable opportunity 
to attend tho meeting. But in no case 
shall a meeting be convened on less 
than twenty-four hours' notice. 

Twenty voting members shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 

VH. Amendments. This Constitution 
may bo amended at any time by vote 
of two-thirds of the members present 
and entitled to vote, provided thirty 
days' notice of the meeting and of the 
proposed amendments shall have been 
given.

When persons or concerns of any city 
or place send their letters in bulk for 
mailing for local delivery at a post 
office at another place where the one- 
cent drop letter rate is applicable, such 
letters are not drop letters, and are not 
entitled to the one cent drop letter rate, 
but shall bo charged with postage at 
tho. rate of two cents for each ounce or 
fraction of an ounce.

POSTMASTER EXAMINATION.
